1* That he is confident that the pretrial hearings are political machinations only* 
and that legally speaking the State of Hesse does not hare a case* (He was so advised 
by his lawyer who had consulted with the prosecutor at the latter's request). His 
lawyer further stated that he is certain objections raised by the defendants to the 
effect that they hare already testified concerning the pPHUDB and "Technical Service" 
in Karlsruhe and therefore object to being queried again regarding the same matter are 
valid* However, if that is overruled, they can claim that their previous testimony 
be made available to them in order to avoid making contradictory statements* , ^

which he executed* 

d. Queries regarding the lists should be explained exactly as he had previously 
done during questioning by Federal judges.

2* Instructed Hollocks to abide by the following in the event that his lawyer received 
erroneous information, and they do have to give testimony.
